The word “hell” occurs eleven times 
in the New Testament and refers to 
the underworld or region of the de 
parted spirits with the exception of 1 
Cor. 15:55, which is rendered “grave.” 
See Peoples Bible Encyclopedia. 

“In hell he lifted up his eyes, being 
in torments, * * * send * * * Lazarus, 
that he may dip the tip of his finger 
in water, and cool my tongue; for I 
am tormented in this flame.” 

Jesus had spoken to the Pharisees 
and showed to them the contrast be- 
tween themselves and the publicans 
and sinners by the parable of the lost 
sheep and the ninety and nine that did 
not go astray. He said that there is 


_ More joy in heaven over one sinner 


that repenteth than over ninety and 
nine just persons who need no re- 
pentance. He did not say that these 
hypocritical Jews did not need repent- 
ance but in their mind and_ estima- 
tion they did not. He spoke to them 
in ironical terms. He carried the 
thought right on to the rich man and 
Lazarus and showed what would be 
the final consequence if the Pharisees 
did not repent. 

I believe that there was a certain 
rich man and that there was also a 
certain poor beggar. Jesus knew of 
their existence on earth, also in Sheol. 
He related this to the complaining 
Pharisees that they might know how 
it would be with them in the other 
world. 

Lazarus in his miserable, wretched, 
east off condition on earth was in no 
worse condition than the publican and 
sinner in the sight of the proud Phari- 
see, but they were repenting and turn- 
ing to God. 

The Pharisees would not repent, 
therefore they go to the place of tor- 
ments after death, while the repentant 
publicans go to the place of comfort. 

The text says, In hell he lifted up 
his eyes, being in torments, Doubtléss 
many torments. Here is the place for 
conscience to be played upon. No doubt 
his conscience pricked him because of 
the way he treated poor old Lazarus. 
Also because he neglected to relieve 
the widows and orphans in their af- 
fliction and to keep himself unspotted 
from the world. Perhaps it worried 
him because he did not pray to God 
and live righteously while upon earth. 
Perhaps it stung him because he did 
not teach his brothers to live right so 
that they could miss that terrible 
place. 

Soul Not Delivered From Flame 


Perhaps other torments to him wre 
the groans of other spirits, but he 
could not help them. Then it was 
doubtless hard on him to look across 
the gulf in only speaking distance 
and behold the calm, serene condition 
of those who were in the presence of 
Abraham. These, with many more 
were torments to him, but he makes 
mention of a more serious torment. He 
says I am tormented in this flame, 
While he was not, neither is he now 
in the lake of fire, but in a place 
where there is a degree of punish- 
ment while he waits for the final 
judgment and overthrow into the lake 
of fire. 

We find in Malachi 4, that there 
cometh a day that the wicked shall be 
burned up and shall not be left of 
them root nor branch, This day is not 
the final judgment day when the wick- 
ed, the abominable, murderers, sorcer- 
ers etc. will be cast into the lake of fire 
at the same time with Satan, but this 
time of burning is at the close of the 
tribulation. Before that great and 
dreadful day Elijah is to appear on the 
scene as one of the two witnesses. The 
antichrist will have gathered his army

“And I brethren, when I came to you, 
came not with exceliency of speech or 
of wisdom, declaring unto you the tes- 
timony of God. For I determined not 
to know any thing among you, save 
Jesus Christ, and him crucified.” 1 
Cor. 2:1-2. 

The text is very familiar among be- 
lievers and is used and referred to by 
all religious people, nevertheless it is 
evident that there are many among — 
the Christian ranks who do not realize 
the fullness of knowing Christ and 
Him crucified. The narrative of 
Christ’s crucifixion is about all that 
some people seem to know, who claim 
Christianity and preach and teach 
that Christ was crucified. The vision 
of a dead Christ is about all they see 
in Paul’s statement about knowing 
Christ and Him crucified, but that is 
not the meaning of the text. It means 
much more to know Christ and Him 
crucified than to merely know of His 
crucifixion from an educational stand- 
point and believe the story of the 
cross, or that Christ died that sins 
might be forgiven. Therefore the sub- 
ject contains much more than Many 
realize. 

To know Christ and Him crucified, 
means to know all that was involved 
in the suffering and death of Christ, 
which means much more to the world 
than just the forgiveness of sins. Je- 
sus did not die on the cross just to 
forgive sins only, but to redeem the 
world. Therefore, all who were lost 
in Adam were brought back in the 
tragic, but glorious event of Calvary. 
For the fact that all were lost in Adam 
have been redeemed by Christ in His 
crucifixion, the event of Calvary 
means so much and is of such impor- 
tance that the wisdom of men cannot 
comprehend its purpose and thus, by 
their own wisdom, they do not under- 
stand that “Christ and Him crucified” 
means redemption to the world. 

Paul said he preached Christ cruci- 
fied, unto the Jews a stumbling block, 
and unto the Greeks foolishness, but 
unto them who are called both Jews 
and Greeks, Christ the power of God 
and the wisdom of God. 1 Cor. 7:23, 24. 
This makes it very plain that it is only 
by the power and wisdom of God that 
we can know Christ and Him crucifi- 
ed, therefore it is not surprising that 
men by their own wisdom cannot com 
prehend God’s purpose in the event of 
Calvary. “O the depth of the riches, 
both of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God.” It is too deep for the finite 
mind, therefore the world with all its 
learning and wisdom of men cannot 
grasp the full meaning of Christ’s ¢ru- 
cifixion or God’s purpose in His Son. 
The world cannot fathom the depth 


God from the beginning, but is now 
revealed unto those who know Christ 
and Him crucified. While the world 
cannot see the glory of the cross, and 
the wisdom of men cannot compre- 
hend God’s purpose in the event of 
calvary, it is given unto the Church 
to know the “manifold wisdom of God” 
according to His eternal purpose in 
Jesus Christ. (See Eph. 3:8-11). 

The eternal purpose of God in His 
Son was confirmed in the crucifixion 
and those who know Christ and Him 
crucified can know the manifold wis- 
dom of God according to His eternal 
purpose in Christ. They are able to 
“comprehend with all saints, what is 
the breadth and the length, and the 
depth, and height; and to know the 
love of Christ that passeth knowledge.” 
They have gotten out of the shadow of 
the cross and into its glory and in- 
stead of beholding a dead Christ, they 
see Him crowned with glory and honor 
for what He accomplished on the 
cross. The sinner dwells in the shadow 
of the cross which is the region of 
the shadow of death. He must come 
to the cross in its shadow and gloom 
and there behold Jesus bearing His 
sins in His own body on the tree. 
When the sinner is made to realize

into the region below Jerusalem, at 
this time the Lord shall come with the 
redeemed riding upon white horses 
and with the brightness of His com- 
ing, the armies of the antichrist shall 
be consumed. It is at this time the 
righteous shall walk upon the ashes 
of the wicked. 

The souls of these wicked men shall 
go to Sheol. Their bodies shall have 
been burned but their souls shall be 
consigned for the next thousand years 
to the torment of the flame of Sheol, 
the very same flame that torments 
the rich man. 

We get another glimpse of the de 
struction of the antichrist’s army in 
Isaiah 47:14. “Behold, they shall be 
as stubble; the fire shall burn them: 
they shall not deliver themselves from 
the power of the flame: there shall not 
be a coal to warm at, nor a fire to sit 


before it.” “Be as stubble,” this means . 


that they shall burn up, nothing left, 
as Malachi said, burn them up root 
and branch. Afterwards there will be 
no fire to sit by and warm. 

Now notice this expression, “They 
shall not deliver themselves from the 
power of the flame.” The margin says 
“Shall not deliver their souls from the 
power of the flame.” 

The antichrist’s armies shall be 
burned up root and branch, but their 
souls shall not be delivered from the 
power of the flame of Sheol until 
death and Sheol gives up the dead at 
the close of the Millennium to appear 
before the great White Throne to be 
consigned to the lake of fire forever. 

Fire, Fire 

You may ask some one to give #0u 
the definition of fire. They will tell 
you what it will do and what kind of 
fuel it thrives upon, such as oxygen 
and other gases, but to tell you what 
fire is they fail. Fire is of prehistoric 
crigin. Every nation or tribe knows 
something of the use and value of fire. 
Cain and Abel knew about it. Noah 
made an offering by fire. On many oc- 
casions God sent fire from Heaven and 
set on fire the worshipper’s sacrifice. 
Fire was sent from Heaven and de- 
stroyed certain wicked men. 

Fire is an emblem of the holiness 
and justice of God. Fire represents the 
presence of God (as at the burning 
bush). The wrath of God is represent- 
ed by fire. Daniel said of God, “A fiery 
stream issued and came forth from 
before him.” This denotes His judg- 
ment for the terror of the wicked. 

Fire is a God-given element for the 
blessing of men on this earth, but for 
their hurt in the future state if they 
live in open rebellion against Him 
while here. 

“Every tree which bringeth not 
forth good fruit is hewn down, and 
cast into the fire.’ Hewn down, means 
cut down in death. Fire means the 
fire of Sheol, but finally the lake of 
fire. 

John 15:6, says, quoting from the 
Syriac Version, “Jf a man abide not 
in me, he is cast forth as a withered 
branch; and they gather it up, and 
cast them into the fire to be burned.” 

The above is to be the experience 
of a man who abides not in Christ. As 
the branch is cast into the fire so is 
man, if he fails to abide in Him. 

In the last days the tares (the chil- 
dren of the wicked) shall be bound and 
cast into the fire to burn them. Notice 
that they are first bound in bundles, 
then the wheat is gathered into the 
garner. The wheat represents. the 
righteous going into Heaven, but the 
wicked go to the place of burning. Let 
us remember that the lake of fire 
does not receive them until a thous- 
and years after the harvest. Jesus 
said the harvest is the end of the 
world (world here means age), there- 
fore at the end of this age the right- 
eous (those who are really righteous) 
will go in the rapture to meet the Lord 
but the desperately wicked represented 
by the antichrist and his armies shall 
go down in destruction and their souls 
shall be consigned to the flame as re- 
ferred to above to await the final over- 
throw, after death and hell gives up 
their inmates.

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The Bible School is one of the most 
essential departments of the Church 
of God. As I see it, it is the best thing 
we have to bring us to the unity of 
the faith. Therefore, we should all 
stand by the Bible School and pray 
for its principal, that he might see 
and teach the Bible just as it is. 

The Bible School has its place in 
the Church and nothing else can fill 
it. At Eph. 4:11-15 we find that the 
gift of teaching is given to some. 
“Till we all come in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge of the 
Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the ful- 
ness of Christ: That we henceforth 
be no more children, tossed to and fro, 
and carried about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleight of men, and 
cunning craftiness, whereby they lie 
in wait to deceive; But speaking the 
truth in love, may grow up into him 
in all things, which is the head, even 
Christ.” Eph. 4:138-15. 

The reason there are so many 
wrong and hurtful things being be- 
lieved and taught today, is for the 
want of being taught the Word of 
God. At Psa. 119:1380 we find “The 
entrance of thy words giveth light,” 
so we need the Bible School where 
the Word of God is taught in its pur- 
ity, that all may be taught of God, 
so that all speak the same thing (1 
Cor. 1:10), and the only way for all 
to see alike and speak the same thing, 
is for all to be taught of God. “And 
all thy children shall be taught of the 
Lord; and great shall be the peace 
of thy children.” Isa. 54:13. 

So many can’t understand the Word 
of God and are apt to get the wrong 
meaning. That is what brings division; 
that brings in the need of the Bible 
School. The school of prophets spok- 
en of at 2 Kings 2:1, 2, and at other 
places, must have been where the 
prophets stayed and studied the Word 
under the instruction of Elisha, for by 
reading the context we find that he 
was at the head. At 2 Tim. 2:15, 16 
we are commanded to study to show 
ourselves approved of God, a_ work- 
man that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth; 
but shun profane and vain babblings: 
for they will increase unto more un- 
godliness. 

This again shows the necessity of 
a Bible School. We need some one to 
teach the Bible just right. There are 
some, even preachers in the Church 
of God, who are opposed to the Bible 
School and some even speak slightly 
of it. My intreaty is for no one to do 
this, but pray for it and pray for the 
Bible teacher especially, that he 
might see and teach the Bible just 
right. 

We received the unity of the Spirit 
when we were regenerated, for we 
were all born of the Spirit then. Now 
God has given us teachers to teach 
His Word that we may see and under- 
stand it alike, so we will be in the 
unity of the faith.

that Christ bore his sins that he might 
go free, it is then that he passes from 
the gloomy side of the cross into its 
glory. Every Christian life begins at 
the cross, but the Christian must walk 
in the light and glory of the cross and 
not in its shadow. God’s people must 
look from the cross to the crown and 
see Jesus crowned with glory and 
honor, ready to appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation unto 
those that look for Him. The hope of 
the Christian is the second appearing 
of Jesus, when the saints will be de- 
livered from the bondage of corrup- 
tion into the glorious liberty ef the 
children of God. The eternal purpose 
of God in His Son is to bring about 
an entirely new order of things and 
restore the world to its original state 
when everything was good and very 
good. When Christ was crucified, the 
old order of things was nailed to His 
cross and the new creation began, but 
the world will not be restored to its 
original condition until Christ comes 
the second time and sets up His king- 
dom and rules in righteousness. In the 
creation of the “old world,” God be- 
gan with the heavens and earth and 
ended with the creation of the first 
Adam. In the “new creation,” He be- 
gan with Christ, the second Adam, and 
will end with a new heaven and a 
new earth wherein dwelleth righteous- 
ness, for which those who know the 
eternal purpose of God in Christ are 
looking, according to His promise, and 
upon which their hope is based. (See 
2 Peter 3:13). 


Knowing Christ and Him crucified 
gives one a vision of God’s_ eternal 
purpose in sending His Son into the 
world to die on the cross to redeem, 
or buy back, all that was lost in the 
fall. This vision of God’s purpose in 
the plan of redemption makes one able 
to say with Paul, “Forgetting those 
things which are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those things which are be- 
fore, I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus.” Phil. 3:13, 14. 

In the experience of knowing Christ 
and Him crucified, there is no time to 
look back for the glory of the future 
and the desire for the prize that lies 
before occupies all the time, and the 
movement is forward. Just as gravi- 
tation draws all things to one center, 
so does the glory of the future draw 
those who have gotten the vision of 
God’s purpose in His Son, onward 
and upward and there is no desire to 
turn back to the “flesh pots” of Egypt. 

After Paul had penned the inspiring 
words in the Scripture quoted above, 
in which he pictures those who have 
gotten the vision of God’s eternal pur- 
pose in Christ, and have forgotten the 
things which are behind and are reach- 
ing forth unto those things which are 
before, he furthermore said, “Let us 
therefore, as many as be perfect, be 
thus minded.” Phil. 3:15. This clearly 
shows that it is the mind of those who 
are perfect who forget those things 
which are behind and reach forth unto 
those which are before. This brings 
us up to the issue that so many try to 
evade, which is the direct cause of the 
limited vision of God’s purpose in His 
Son, in so many who profess Chris- 
tianity, Christian perfection, or entire 
sanctification is so little known by 
many who profess to be followers of 
Christ, that they are blinded to God’s 
purpose in the event of Calvary and 
they stumble at the plain teaching of 
His Word on the subject. It doesn’t 
take the keenest discernment to detect 
that the minds of many who profess 
to know Christ, are occupied with the 
things of the present for it is readily 
seen in their every day life. This of 
course, shows that they have not reach- 
ed that state of Christian perfection 
that will give them the knowledge of 
God’s eternal purpose in Christ, and 
thus they are more concerned about 
the things they should have left at 
the cross than they are with those 
things which are before. 

We notice that the text shows that 
Paul was determined not to know any- 
thing among the Corinthians save Je 
sus Christ and Him crucified. He had 
previously stated that preaching Christ 
crucified to those who are called, was 
the power and wisdom of God, and 
this is proof that to know Christ and 
Him crucified is by the wisdom of God. 
In the verses following the text, Paul 
shows that he speaks this wisdom 
among them who are perfect. This 
makes it very plain that Christian 
perfection is included in knowing 
Christ and Him crucified and everyone 
who knows the purpose of God in 
Christ, can readily see that Christian 
nerfection is obtained in the work of 
entire sanctification. That sanctifica- 
tion for the believer was purchased 
in the event of Calvary, is clearly 
taught in the Scripture, and no one can 
fully know Christ and Him crucified 
without entire sanctification. In Heb. 
13:12 we are told that Jesus suf- 
fered without the gate (which means 
at the time of His crucifixion) that

You will notice that the text of our 
subject begins with the conjunction 
“and” which connects it with the pre- 
vious chapter and shows that the same 
thought is continued. Now let us get 
the connection and see what Christ is 
made unto us and why paul was so 
determined not to know anything save 
Jesus Christ and Him crucified. “But 
of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of 
God is made unto us wisdom and right- 
eousness, and sanctification, and re- 
demption.” 1 Cor. 1:30. Then follows 
the text beginning with the conjunc- 
tion the two statements which is proof 
that it is what Christ is made unto us 
that made Paul determined not to 
know anything but Christ and Him 
crucified. Jesus was made sanctifica- 
tion unto us when He suffered with- 
out the gate that He might sanctify 
the people with His own blood. There- 
fore, all who would know Christ and 
Him crucified and be among the num- 
ber who are perfect that Paul speaks 
wisdom among, must accept entire 
sanctification through the blood that 
flowed from Calvary.
